Sir Hearv Rawlinson addressed the 
mve^ugi 32o tooit crt^dit to tho so- 
ciety of ■vrbich ho was president for 
their aliara in launchiug the great un- 
dertakning of the Arctic Expedition. 
Prominent amoug those who bad beli)- 
-ed in that work were to bo mentioned 
Admiral Sberard Osborn, Captain Os- 
born, Dr. Hooker, tho President of 
tha Royal Society, and especially Com- 
mander Markham, who by his north- 
ern cruise iu 1873 bad succesifuUj 
proved the power of steam in ov er- 
coming the difficulties of Arctic navi- 
gation. After a compliment to tho 
Frst Lord of Admiralty, the speaker 
proceeded to treat of tho arrange- 
ments that had bean and were being 
made for tho expedition. Two ves- 
,iel»,,thi} .Discovery and the Alert, are 
■•being prepared; tho supremo com- 
mand is in;the hands of Captain Nares, 
late capta'm of tho Chalieng'-r, of 
great experience in all naval matters 
and iu Arctic discovery, and ia Cap- 
tain Stevensou and Commander Mark- 
hani he would lind most (tble coadju- 
tora, .The preparations at Portsmouth 
were bsin^' actively i'ornarded by Sir 
Leopold M'Clintock. Zoolo^n^Jt.^ and 
botauists had been appointed, and the 
■peakor trusted that a geologist would 
be added. There was, too, in course 
of preparation, iu accordance with tbs 
BUggestiou of Mr. Clements Alarkham, 
secretary to tho SooioLy, a manual 
which is to furnish iaformatioa with 
regard to other expeditious, for in- 
■truction and reference, to be accom- 
panied by reprints from other langua- 
ges relating to the subject, the whole 
when completed to form a valuablo 
manual of .\rctic geography. 

Admiral Richards thou road tho 
paper ho had prepared. Aftar a few 
words on tho nature and popularity of 
Arctic enterprise, ho said that no ex- 
ploring expedition had been sent 
northwards from this country for up- 
wards of 3') years, nor had any ser- 
ious attempt boon over luado to roach 
the Pole. Parry had, of course, in 
bis, tima doDO all he could, with the 
limited appliuacos and means which 
existed in tho.se days, but tho un- 
happy fate of Franklin had dis- 
heartened the nation. Ho thou 
briefly allii led to the famous search for 
Franklin, than which, in his opinion, 
BO expodition had ever been more 
faithfully carriotl out, and the success 
of which was mainly tluo to the dis- 
covery made in that memjrable joar- 
noy of Dr. Rue. Tho roato uow pro- 
po-sod wai tho ch.uuul Ijalid,-,' lui-iu 
from tlio head of Ratlin's Ray to the 
■Duthorn oxtrouio, known as Smith's 
Sound, and discovered by Baffin iu 
1616, from which year it would ap- 

Sear to have romaiiiod unrinitod till 
;o8a ijailcd ihoru two centurio.s later. 
The longitude of this Sound luattored 
but little; what did matter was_ that it 
wa« a navigable cnauuel fpcahipa.and 
the route no.v proposed to be follow- 
ed. The vessels that wore to take 
this route had been made as strong as 
wood and iron could inaka them, and 
had boon fitted as no such vossols had 
ever before been tittea iu thiii country. 
Tho crow would, be about sixty officers 
and men, and would be provisioned 
for a pei^od of at least three years, 
Bi(5h'^B&ip would carry tliroo icemen 
and a skilled naturalist, -while all in- 
fltrumonts and appliances of investiga- 
tion of every branch of Hcioiico would 
also bo provided.

Mr. W. A Robertson said tho law was 
not simple cnongli. Pli.'uty of men had 
told him that thoy did not vant to ho 
bothorod with goin^ to olcotious, and 
would not take tho trouble of rogistoriniz, 
and if this was tho case under tliu old 
.A.ot what might bo expected uudor a law 
like this which multiplied tho vexations 
forms which had to be gone through. He 
also objected that it allowe.l favor to bo 
Rhown l)j tho Oovornment to particular ; 
districts!. 

Mr. Humphreys folloivcd on tho same 
side; ho thought that. i)orh!S_n sini>ill in- 
couvenieuoo mi^lu rojult; iu Victoria 
and the Lower Fraser; but ho would not 
be doing his duty to his cotistitneut.s of 
the Upper Country if he did not oppose 
this.
